The conferees on the tariff finished their 
work tonight, and tomorrow the bill will be 
reported to the house. It will immediately be 
laid before the house for action, and after de- 
bate for one or two days, will be passed in the 
exact form reported fromthe committee.

WASHINGTON, September 25.—At 1:45 
o’clock the conferees on tho tariff bill separa- 
ted, after having been in session since 10 
o’clock. Mr. Carlisle said that the report was 
not probable before tomorrow. Mr. Hiscock

RE O'BRIEN 1S BEING TRIED. 


J ohn Morley Assaulted and Harri- 
gan Wounded. 


THE POPULACE ARE GREATLY EXCITED. 


——as 


Dust, September 25.—Patri'ck O’Brien, 
who wasarrested at Cardiff on Tuesday, was 
brought to this city yesterday, and placed in 
prison, The police refused to give any in- 
formation as to when he would be taken to 
Tippetary for a hearing. But late last night 
the nationalists learned that he would be con- 
veyed there by a morning train today, when 
they at once made preparations to give him a 
worthy escort. Much tothe surprise of the 
authorities a large delegation of promineut 
nationalists boarded the train at the same 
time the officers appeared with O’Brien. 
Among these were John Morley, 
who has beenin Ireland some time studying 
the Irish question ; John Dillon, Alfred Ilting- 
worth, member of parliament for Bradford ; T. 
M. Healy, Commoner, Harrington and several 
others. On the arrival of the train at 
Tipperary the nationalists started for the court- 
house in a body. They had not gone far 
when they stopped ata street corner and en- 
tered into a conversation. 

ATTACKED BY THE POLICE- 

While standing in no way disturbing the 
police there, they were ordered by the police 
to move on. John O’Connor, member of par- 
liament tor South Tipperary, took very vigo- 
rous exception to this order and showed his 
contempt for the police by calling upon the 
crowd, which by that time had become large, 
to give three cheers for John Morley. 
The cheers were given with a hearty good 
will, much to the exasperation of the police, 
who thereupon charged upon the group and 
attempted to force it to move forward. In the 
melee that followed the policemen did not 
hesitate to use their batons. 

One burly constabie aimed a blow at John 
Morley himself, but John O’Connor, who 
stood Hear, warded it off. The nationalists 
thei continued their way slowly towards the 
courthouse. 

As this was the day fixed for the trial of the 
arrested nationalists, the streets of Tipperary 
were full to overflowing with people interested 
in the case. Nationalists had thronged to town 
from all adjacent parts, many of them carrying 


the national weapon, the shillalah, and pre- 


pared to use it if provocation would arise. 
ee STILL ANOTHER ARREST. 
‘Has:y in the day it became known that still 
wher arrest had been made. The. victim 


this time was Thomas J. Condon, member of 


parliament for Tipperary East. He was taken 
this morning at Limerick and also brought to 
Tipperary. 

When the hour for the sitting of the court 
arrived, an immense crowd had collected be- 
fore the courthouse, ready to rush in the mo- 
ment the doors were thrown open. The au- 
thorities thereupon decided not to open the 
doors to the general public, but toadmit only 
those who were immediately interested in the 
trial. 

The crowd did not take kindly to this treat- 
ment, but pressed forward, trying to force a 
way into the courthouse. The police stoutly 
resisted, charging repeatedly upon the crowd, 
and using their clubs freely on whoever hap- 
pened to be within reach. Many of their 
blows took effect, but the crowd did not yield 
instantly. 

A REGULAR BATTLE. 

For fully five minutes there wasa stand-up 
fight between the now excited throng and the 
police. 

At last, however, the crowd was gradually 
forced back, and the police succeeded in main- 
taining a clear space in front of the court- 
house. The leaders of the crowd continued to 
make vigorous protests against being excluded 
from the courthouse, and the police were 
jeered at and taunted. Many people were 
hurt by the policemen’s clubs. One man had 
his teeth knocked down his throat. Several 
required surgical attention. 

TIMOTHY HARRINGTON INJURED. 

Among the wounded were Timothy Harring- 
ton, member of parliament for Dublin, and 
Mr. Halifax. Both had their heads cut and 
came into the court with blood dripping over 
their coat collars and faces. Their appearance 
created a profound sensation, as Mr. O’Brien 
was at that moment denouncing the wanton 
clubbing of the populace, which he had just 
witnessed. 

MORLEY APPEALS TO THE COURT. 

Then John Morley arose and addressed the 
court, manifesting great agitation, both in 
tones and manner. He earnestly appealed to 
the court to protect the populace against the 
the wanton use of clubs by the police. 

Meanwhile the nationalist leaders continued 
to protest against the exclusion of the general 
public from the courtroom. Both Morley and 
Dillon appealed to Colonel Caddell, 
presiding magistrate, to reverse his 
decision to keep the doors 
shut against the public. For some time he 
refused, but at last he yielded and ordered the 
doors thrown open. The room was at once 
filled to its utmost capacity, and all the pro- 
ceedings were followed with intense interest. 

At the outset Mr. Dillon objected to being 
tried before Resident Magistrate Shannon,upon 
the grounds that he had had a personal en- 
counter with Shannon on one occasion at 
Cashel. At that time he asserts that Shannon 
had grossly insulted him. He urged, there- 
fore,fhat there would be manifest improprioty 
in Shannon’s sitting at the present trial. 

SHANNON OVERRULES THE OBJECTIONS. 

Judge Shannon refused to admit the validity 
of Mr. Dillon’s objections. He knew of no 
reason why he should not go on with the case. 


| He declared that he would perform his duty 


without bias. 

William O’Brien also objected to Shannon. 
The last time he saw Shannon, he said, Shan- 
non was at the head of a body of police who 
were using their clubs upon the people. More- 
over, Shannon had already tried. him three

THE PROSECUTION OPENS. 

Ronan then proceeded to open the case for 
the prosecution. Ha reviewed the circum- 
stances which had led to the arrest of the na- 
tionalists back to the time when the plan of 
campaign was put in force on the Smith-Barry 
estate at Tipperary. That happened in May, 
1889, and he proposed to present 
evidence to - prove conspiracy on 
the partof the defendants from that time 
down to the time when the arrests were made. 
During all that period he proposed to prove 
that the defendants were conspiring to prevent 
the payment of rents to Smith Barry, and 
were inciting the tenants of that gentleman 
not to pay. 

The defendants protested against the intro- 
duction of evidence touching matters that 
were anterior to the dates specified in the 
warrants upon which they were arrested. 

After considering these protests, the court 
decided that the prosecution might produce 
testimony of a general character to prove the 
existence of conspiracy prior to the dates 
given in the warrants, but that no evidence 
could be permitted concerning the acts of 
defendants which were done anterior to the 
dates mentioned in the warrants. 

JOHN MORLEY TAKING NOTES. 

The excitement of a week ago, when the 
arrests of Dillon and O’Brien were so suddenly 
made, has its counterpartin nationalist circles 
today. The dispatches from Tipperary, describ- 
ing the clubbing of the crowd before the court- 
house by the police, created a profound sensa- 
tion at the national league headquarters. The 
action of the police was denounced as a gross 
outrage. The fact that John Morley is present 
at the trial is considered a subject for much 
congratulation. It is thought that 
the trial will afford him more insight 
into the trne inwardness of the Irish problem, 
which he came to study for himself, than 
weeks of ordinary travel and investigation. 
He will be abie to tell the English liberals, 
with more force than ever, what the Irish 
people have put up with at the hands of the 
police, after his rough experience at Tip- 
perary. 

The nationalists are confident that, what- 
ever the outcome of the trial may be, the 
brutal police episode and the evident re- 
luctance of the court to the public will not in- 
crease the popularity of Balfour’s rule. 

After the court had given its decision in the 
matter of the protests, Mr. Ronan, on behalf 
of the crown, continued to recount the events 
that had occurred in 1889 in connection 
with the  carryin out of the plan 
of campaign. te was interrupted 
constantly by comments and protests of de- 
fendant’s counsel, who objected vigorously to 
the presentation of matters with which counsel 
claimed their clients had nothing to 
do. Mr. MHeale declared the whole 
thing a patent sham, and demanded that 
counsel for the crown come to the particular 
acts with which the defendants were charged. 
Mr. Ronan, in reply, protested that it was en- 
tirely out of his power to shorten the proceed- 
ings. 

At this point a proposal was made toadjourn, 
whereupon Patrick O’Brien interposed an ob- 
jection, complaining that his time was being 
wasted in consequence of his illegal arrest. 

Tothis Mr. Ronan took exception, declar- 
ing that the arrest of Mr. O’Brien became 
legal when the latter arrived in Dublin. Mr. 
O’Brien thereupon arose, and was about to 
leave the courtroom, but several] constables 
barred the way, and he was compelled to re- 
main. After a consultation with Mr. Healey, 
Mr. O’Brien consented to give bail. Alderman 
Dillon, of Dublin, here applied, through 
solicitors’ for summonses against Sergeant 
lice force, for assaults upon 
Mr. Harrison, who represents the 


) middle division of Tipperary in parliament, 
and others who were assaulted on the way to” 


and outside of Tipperary courthouse. 

The magistrates, notwithstanding many 
protests, declined to grant the desired 
summonses, butreferred Alderman Dillon to 
another magistrate who, it is believed, will 
grant the summonses, and have Sergeant Ken- 
nedy brought to the bar to answer for his con- 
duct. After the question of summonses had 
been decided, the presiding magistrate an- 
nonnced adjournment till tomorrow, and the 
defendants and their lawyers, followed by a 
throng of spectators, left the courtroom. 

ENGLISH COMMENT ON THE TRIAL. 

Lonpon, September 26.—The News Tippe- 
rary correspondent declares that a marked 
change occurred in the demeanor of the police, 
when Mr. Morley issued from the court, on the 
appeal of several voicesimploring him to come 
and save the people. Evidently the police 
had no desire to treat the English com- 
moner; With discourtesy. A brutal police 
attack was made on Mr. Keating, proprietor 
of The Limerick Leader, who was so severely 
injured that he bled profusely from the 
mouth. Inaneditorial, The News says: 

“On this occasion, the presence of Mr. 
Morley has given an importance to events 
which are commonplace in Irish administra- 
tion. Messrs. Morley, Illigworth and their 
English colleagues, deserved the thanks of 
every friend of peace and conciliation.’ 

The Chronicle says: 

Morley’s life is of so much value to the state 
that we are compelled to protest against his en- 
tering such scrimmages. Irishmen will easily 
misinterpret his presence, but for which it is 
probabie the riot would not have occurred. Out 
of foolish deference, the police allowed him to 
enter court, Causing a clamor for the admission of 
the crowd. 


GERMAN GOSSIP.

BERLIN, September 25.—The Post announces 
that General Leszynski has been appointed 
minister of war to succeed General Verdy Du 
Vernois.

THE PROCEEDINGS ARE KEPT’ SEGRET. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., September 25.—[Spe- 
cial.|—George F. Gaither, business manager 
of the Alabama Alliance Exchange, an- 
nounces, over his own signature, in the official 
organ of the order in Alabama, this morn- 
ing, that the exchange is prepared to 
handle 500,000 bales of cotton, and is ready 
to advance $35 per bale On insured cotton 
in the warehouse. 

A BUYER ENGAGED. 

In addition, he states that the exchange 
has engaged a buyer who will buy cotton 
of the alliancemen for export, and wher 
members of the orders desire, will settle 
with them after the sale of the cotton im 
Liverpool, paying the price brought there, 
less freight and insurance. It is claimed 
that this will net the alliancemen $5 more 
per bale for cotton than they now get, 
that much, it is said, being consumed by 
the middle men in ordinary transactions. 
Large quantities of cotton are stored all 
along the Alabama railroads waiting the 
arrival of the alliance exchange buyer. 

CALLED TO NEW YORK. 

Frank Baltzell, editor of The Alliance 
Herald, who was a member of the national 
committee last year, was called by an urgen® 
telegram, last night, to New York.

THE WEATHER MAN TALKS ABOUT 
THE RECENT RAINSTORM. 


Crops Have Been Damaged in Some Regions— 
Cotton Beaten From the Field— 
Cold Rains in the South. 


The weather is the talk. 

« Overcoats and rubbers were called into use 
pretty generally yesterday, and it looked liko 
real winter on the streets, while fires burned 
brightly on almost every hearthstone. 

‘It came with a suddenness that was surpris- 
ing, and everybody asked: ‘‘What has gone 
Wrong with the weather that winter should 
thus be on us in full blast?” 

It was such a question that a CONSTITUTION 
reporter called upon Sergeant 8. W. Byram, 
ofthe United States signal service depart- 
ment. 

“It is a queer change, to be sure,”’ he replied, 
lancing up atthe long weather arrow that 
anced lightly from north to east obedient to 

the winter gale that whistled over the roof. 

‘‘And it will continue so for sometime yet,”’ 
> continued, ‘‘to judge from the present in- 

ications.”’ 

* What kind of a storm is it?” 

“Tt isa rainstorm and is confined chiefly to 
the south. There has been little or no rain in 
the north or west yet. Thestorm of the past 
few days has been very heavy in the southern 
states, however, and especially so along the 
Atlantic coast and Gulf states.”’ 

‘‘What is the average rain fall for the recent 
rainstorin ?”’ 

“Well, it was heavier in some places than 
in others. In Atlanta it ‘was 1.83, Augusta 
2.12, Savannah 4.54, Charleston 5.42 and 
Montgomery 2.20, all of which are heavy rain- 
falis. You can imagine how heavy the storm 
has been in certain localities by thinking how 
hard it rained in Atlanta Wednesday and 
multiplying that by four in your mind.” 

CROPS WERE INJURED. 

“Were there any damaging results to crops 
and farms?’’ 

‘Yes, there must have been very serious 
da:nage in those regions of country that were 
in the worst of the storm. The injury was 
done by the hard-beating rains, fot by swollen 
streams. You see, this 1s not the time of year 
for streams to overflow. That is always more 
apttoresulit in the early spring, when the 
melting snows have left the earth sappy and 
moist. But the cotton crop has been badly 
beaten in the fields by these hard rains, and 
much damage will be realized yet, I am 
afraid.’’ 

‘Were the rains general in the south ?”’ 
“All overthe south there has been some 

rain, but there was not much of a storm out- 
side of Georgia, Carolina, Alabama, Missis- 
6sippi and Tennessee.”’ 

' “How long will this eold wind come from 
the northeast?”’ 

*‘Yonu’re too hard for me.

THAT ISTHE QUESTION IN REGARD 
TO EDDLEMAN. 


The Widow of Thomas Gresham Sues an In- 
surance Company in Which Her 
Husband Held a Policy. 


Sane or insane is the question in regard to 
George Eddleman. 

Not as regards his present condition, but as 
to his mental status atthe time he killed 
Thomas Gresham. 

The case is quite an interesting one on its 
own merits, but the fact that it recalls one of 
the causes celebre in Fulton county superior 
court, adds to its peculiar interest. 

The case grew out of the claimof Mrs. 
Gresham against the Equitable Life and Acci- 
dent Insurance Company, of New York, for 
$5,000 on account of an accident policy held by 
her husband in that company at the time of 
his death. 

The company refused to pay the policy on 
demand, and Mrs. Gresham, through her at- 
torneys, Judge John D. Cunningham and 
Colonel E. N. Broyles, brought suit for the re- 
covery of the claim. 

Yesterday morning the case came up before 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke in the superior 
court, Messrs. Candler, Thomson & Candler 
representing the company. 

he case rests on the sanity or insanity of 
Eddleman at the time he killed Gresham. 

If the plaintiff can establish the fact that 
he wag of unsound mind at the time the 
murder was committed, then it renders the 
company’s liability more probable. 

If not there is some doubt as to the matter, 
and plaintiff’s attorney’s are pushing the case 
on that line, the insanity of Eddieman and 
the consequent liability of the company.

Education in Georgia. 
Referring to some recent remarks in these 
columns relative to the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of educational facilities in the rural 


regions of Georgia, The Boston Advertiser 


remarks: ‘‘The New England district school 
is evidently the need of Georgia.”’ 

We shall not undertake to say what the 
real need of Georgia is, but it seems certain 
that the public school system, which isa 
New England institution, fails to’ meet the 
In this matter the 
state of Georgia, so far as its rural popula- 
tion is concerned, has swapped an admirable 
system for one that was invented for an 
urban population which believes in any- 
thing—even paternalism—that has the ele- 
ment of cheapness in it. In the cities, where 
irresponsibility has its highest development, 
the public school system seems to be perfect. 
There the jack-plane is vigorously applied, 
and the individuality that will not fit in any 


particular grade is shaved and beveled off 
until it is made to fit, after which a pean of 
victory is sung by those who have charge of 


the affair. 

We are saying nothing now against the 
public school system, It is the best we have, 
and, as it is developed by the people's 
money, it ought to be improved to the ut- 
most, even at the sacrifice of some dogmatic 
ideas. The point to be made, however, is 
that however efficient the public school may 
be in the city, where the dead level of things 
is calculated to hide its inefficiency, it fails 
to fit itself to the conditions of our country 
life. 

We are not particularly informed as to the 
merits or demerits of the New England dis- 
trict school, but if it is based onthe public 
school idea—the idea that the state, instead 
of the parent, ought to have charge of the 
education of the child—it will not fit in with 
the independent and democratic ideas of our 
people. : 

We may say here that we have frequently 
said before that the system of education that 
prevailed in Georgia before the war—cover- 
ing the cities as well as the country—has 
never been surpassed in this or any other 
country. The results speak for themselves. 
All the great men that Georgia has produced 
Were the products of this system, and it 
It was known, in 

ecm, aathe old field school; in the 
city it was the academy. Each county ed- 
ucated its own poor, side by side with the 
rich, and the teachers, proud of their pro- 
fession and their opportunities, devoted 
themselves to the business of nursing and 
fostering the individuality of each pupil. 
Many of these teachers were men and women 
from New England, and they nobly illus- 
trated their calling. They assisted in giv- 
ing to the educational system of Georgiaa 
distinction that it has never reached since. 


The Preachers Take a Hand.

The legislature causes all convicted criminals to 
be brought hither and here hired out. They are 
educated in crime and experts in its practices and 
degraded already beyond the reach of fear or shame 
orreform. From five to thirty of these criminals 
are liberated here each week and month. The 
newspapers and telegraphs and Sam Jones tell 
the rest of the pitiful,shameful story which makes 
the wor'd believe that Birmingham, having the 
best schools and churches, and more of them, in 
proportion to the number of the people, than any 
city in the south, is deemed abroad most vicious 
and depraved. 

Though Tre Constirvrion has never 
misrepresented Birmingham, it cheerfully 
gives place to the defense which our con- 
temporary makes, And right here we would 
suggest for Birmingham that legislative re- 
form which seems necessary in this matter of 
making Birmingham the criminal center of 
Alabama, if, indeed, a reformation in this 
respect be possible. 

From what our contemporary says, we 
infer that Birmingham is making the best 
of its moral advantages,and that,considering 
the criminal class with which the city has to 
contend, it is doing remarkably well. There 
is no doubt that the city has been greatly 
misrepresented, but the frequency of erime 
there is responsible for such misrepresenta- 
tion. Letus lay the blame where it belongs, 
and in the mean time let the Alabama legis- 
lature give the citizens relief, if it can.

The View They Take of It. 

When a southern newspaper notes the 
prosperity of southern enterprises, keeping 
pace with its state’s development and plac- 
ing it on record before the country, the 
republican press takes up the theme and 
congratulates the republican party on the 
showing that is made, attributing whatever 
prosperity may be apparent to the influences 
of republican government. 

We have frequently pointed out the mis- 
take of republicans in this matter, and they 
must be well aware of it when such state- 
ments are made. The Chicago Evening 
Journal, for instance, in commenting on the 
industrial development of the south, in her 
iron and other interests, has this to say: 

This is one of the many fruits of republican tar- 
iff legislation. ‘The complete census returns will 
show that the sonth bas increased since 1880 in 
productive wealth to a greater extent and in a 
greater ratio than it ever before increased in two 
decades. A vast source of wealth has been crea- 
ted and unexampled prosperity is the result. Yet 
the south opposes witha hostile vigor and an 
envenomed determination hardly ever known in 
politics the party that hascaused this great 
growth and that has insured so much for its 
tuture 

This is the style in which they talk, un- 
mindful of the fact that the south has 
attained to her present prosperity in spite of 
the republican party, which is ever seeking 
by hostile acts and legislation to retard her 
growth; which is formulating bills of the 
McKinley stripe, and clamoring for the pass- 
ace of other bills that would have a ten- 
dency to destroy the very prosperity on 
which it congratulates itself with such com- 
placency. 

The republican party has done nothing 
forthe south, but much against it. Her 
prosperity is due to her great natural resour- 
ces and the energy and enterprise of her 
citizens. The fact that some republican 
capital is engaged in the work of southern 
development has no significance as far as 
that party is concerned; all capital that 
comes from the north is not of a republican 
complexion. Republicans doubtless know 
a good thing when they see it; if they are 
investing any money in the south, it is from 
a mercenary, nota patriotic purpose. The 
south is working out her own salvation and 


is strong in her own strength.

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As to Southern Labor. 

In a recent review of the industrial ad- 
vantages of the south, The Manufacturers’ 
Record calls special attention to the cheap- 
ness of labor here—in the fields, the mines 
and in other branches of industry. 

It says that southern laborers work longer 
hours than northern laborers, and adds that 
it is the extra hours, as well as the low rate 
of wages, that make the cost of all work 
done by unskilled hands much less in the 
south thanin any other section of the coun- 
try. 
The Record makes these statements in the 
belief that they will induce investments by 
northern capitalists in southern enterprises, 
for it says that they—the capitalists—‘‘have 
found that they could lay out roads, fell for- 
ests, run saw and planing mills, make brick, 
erect buildings, at prices far lower than they 
could do precisely the same things at the 
north.”’ 

There is, of course, a basis of truth for 
the above statement, but taking everything 
into consideration, we are persuaded that 
the unskilled laborer is no better off in the 
north than he is in the south—if indeed he 
is as well off there. There isa greater de- 
mand for his services here, and he lives for 
less than he could at the north. 

Skilled labor commands the very best of 
wages in the south; it cannot be had on any 
other terms; the skilled laborer is better off 
here than he is at the north in the matter of 
wages and the cheapness of living. His 
services are always in demand and fre- 
quently at a premium. 

The south needs capital; but she needs 
laborers also—skilled laborers and laborers 
of all kinds. 

We have referred to this artirle in The 
Manufacturers’ Record in the hope that its 
statements, made in good faith, may not be 
misleading and deter labor from coming to 
the south. 

A northern or western mechanic, when he 
reads that wages are low here, and that the 
laborer is required to work longer hours than 
elsewhere, will change his mind about com- 
ing south, and very naturally. 

There is plenty of work for the laborer 
here, and fair prices for faithful and efficient 


work. |

I found one last week in the person of 
the patriarchal Judge Elder, and I have been 
reveling in stories of the days when the Indians 
hunted over the country. now rich in 
the cotton it bears—the days when Mc- 
Intosh’s sway was absolute, and those 
immediately preceding that chief’s sensational 
death. Judge Elder has, I believe, passed his 
seventy-fifth milestone, but he looks all of fif- 
teen or twenty years younger. He was born

tion twelve miles from his present home, and 
and on that plantation his father has lived to 
the ripe old age of ninety-six. A long-lived 
race, you think. *Yes, but that is not the only 
instance of its kind in the , country 
about the spring.

W. F. Buse’s arm, resulting in his death a year 
or 80 ago. 

——Dennis Early, colored, living at Palmyra, 
was in Aibany Saturday with his left hand badly 
lacerated from contact with the saws of a cotton 
gin. Dr. Strother attended his wounds, and says 
his hand can be saved. 

——Dr. Warren Darden, of Schley county, hap- 
pened to the misfurtune last week to have one of 
his hands badty cut up by a gin.

-On Saturday last Mr. T. M. Mahone, of Tal- 
bot county, had his rightarm caughtand badly 
lacerated by a gin. The injury sustained was 
painful, but not so seriousas most accidents of the 
kind prove. 

——The Hon. @. G. Veasly, who has represented 
the county «f Taliaferro in the legislature and 
whose name has been announced asa candidate 
for messenger of the next house, met with a severe 
accident on Friday, the 19th Inst. While holding 
a batch of wet lint cotton on a gudgeon of his gin 
to cool it, his left hand and arm were suddenly 
caught between the wheels and lacerated and 
bruised to such an extentas to make it possible 
that he may lose his arm entirely. 

—Mr.J. T. Gocdman, of Gladesville, Jasper 
county, was 80 unfortunate as to have his leit 
arm shattered between the cog work of his gin 
Tuesday.

FIRED UPON DIAZ. 


A Recent Attempt to Assassinate the Pres- 
dent of Mexico. 

New OrvEaAns, September 25.—A Times- 
Democrat special says a prominent railway 
official who reached San Antonio this morn- 
ing from the City of Mexico, states that 
during the national celebration on the 11th 
instant, an attempt was made upon the 
life of President Diaz, by firing upon him 
while he was witnessing a pyrotechnic dis- 
play. There were forty men in the mur- 
derous plot, fifteen of whom are now in 
jail. Govefiment officials have suppressed 
news of the dastardly deed. 

THE TRIAL OF BIRCIIALL 


The Prisoner Does Not Flinch Under the 
Stare of the Crewd., 

Woopstock, Ont., September 25.—With a 
desire to push the Birchall trial through in a 
shorter time than it has threatened to occupy, 
the court met this morning at 9:30 o’clock, 
half an hour earlier than it previously assem- 
bled. A crowd gathered around the cab which 
brought the prisoner to the court, to see him 
alight. In spite of 100 eyes watching him, 
Birchall dees not flinch. He was in the dock 
this morning about twenty minutes before the 
judge entered the courtroom. He was 
attended by his special guard, 
Enthwistle, who stated that sirchall 
slept well and had eaten a hearty breakfast. 
There was even a greater attendance of ladies 
than on any previous cecasion. Their entrance 
just as the court opened interrupted the pro- 
ceedings and made several calls of *‘Silence’”’ 
necessary, and even then the proceedings had 
to be suspended for some time until order was 
restored. 

The first witness, S. B. Fuller, manager of 
the Imperial bank here, identified the signa- 
ture, ‘‘W. A. Somerset,’} on certain checks, as 
that of the prisoner, who opened an account 
with the Imperial bank on the 10th or lith of 
Deceniber, 1888. He identified also certain 
letters put in evidence as those of the prisoner. 

DAMAGING TO BIRCHALL. 

A number of letters and telegrams were 
read in spite of the objection of Counsel 
Blackstock, the effect of which was to show 
that the prisoner had carried on systematic 
deceit on Benwell and his father, and after the 
young man’s disappearance, on young Pelley, 
who was with them and who was very anxious 
about young Benwell’s not appearing. 

During the reading of the telegrams ex- 
posing his fraud, Birchall’s unusually pale 
complexion was suffused with a light flush 
of red. He made notes occasionally during 
the reading. A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined with the view to identifying Birchall 
and Benwell as the two young men who ar- 
rived at Eastwood on the day Bonwell disap- 
peared, and walked directfrom the train in 
the direction of the swamp where Benuwell’s 
body was found. 

In several cases{Birchalls identification was 
direct and positive, although very few wit- 
nesses withstood the cross examination by 
Counsel Blackstock without becoming con- 
fused. 

All of today’s witnesses, except one lady, 
had testified before the inquest and where one 
ef these said more or less than they did be- 
fore the coroner that circumstance was turned 
to good account by Blackstock. A young man, 
named Crosby, whose identification of Birchall 
was positive and who had also identified Ben- 
well’s body, testified to having met both men 
in the road February 17th, near the place of the 
murder. 

During his examination, this witness was 
overcome by the excitement of his unusual 
surroundings and by the heat of the room, and 
fainted away. He was allowed to remain 
seated during the remainder of his examina- 
tion. @Though cross-examined closely, he in- 
sisted upon the truth of what he had stated. 

Interest in the trial has not abated. If pos- 
sible, it was increased by today’s proceedings. 
The audience was two-thirds lad™s, and more 
people remained outside the courtroom than 
could be accommodated within. 


SEIZED THE EDITION. 


Postal Authorities Find Lottery Advertise- 
ments in The Age-Herald.

The 
paper was stopped and stored in the post- 
office. 

Major W. W. Screwsand F.P. Glass, of 
The Montgomery Advertiser, were arrested 
here today for violating the anti-lottery law 
in mailing The Advertiser containing - lottery 
advertisements since the passage of the law. 
They gave bond and were released. It is 
stated here that Mr. W. P. Pinckay, president 
of The Age-Herald company, will be arrested 
in Birmingham on warranis sworn out by the 
postal officials who stopped The Age-Herald 
here this morning.

MAKES REPLY 
TO .THE CARD OF DR MACUNE 


The Reasons Why the Name Was 
Withdrawn. 


DR. MACUNE AND THE ALLIANCE. 


A Favorable Report from the 
Arkansas Committee Secured.

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GENERAL GORDON IN HELENA. 


He Delivers an Eloquent Speech to the Al- 
liancemen. 

Hevena, Ga., September 25 —[Special.]J- A 
great crowd gathered_here today in spite of the 
murky and threatening weather, to attend the 
barbecue and the ceremonies attending the pre- 
scntation of the new brick warehouse, 80x100 
feet, which the Americus Investment Com- 
pany tenders tothe alliancemen of the three 
counties which corner at Helena, the junction 
of the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
and East Tennessee roads. 

It wasa mixed crowd of menand women 


from ali thessurrounding counties, with here 
and thero a yellow or white ribbon to show 
that the wearer was a member of the alliance. 

The nien strotled about and talked, and the 
women stood patiently with little children 
tugging at their skirts until the hour of 11, 
when Governor Gordon began his speech. For 
an hour and a quarter .longer they stood 
in the open air and listened while 
the _ governor discussed finance. 
They listened ape to whathe had to 
say abcut finance, and when he began to come 
down on the money power, they frequently 
interrupted him with applause. 

The governor was beseiged by callers at the 
hotel, andat the barbecue he was shaking 
hands so much that it was with difficulty that 
he got through dinner. 

The Americus party came with a presenta- 
tion orator, but their train did not arrive till 
Governor Gordon was about to take the train 
for Atlanta. Colonel Langston and Colonel 
Northen had been invited but did not come. 

The Governor's Speech. 

Governor Gordon began by congratulating the 
alliancemen of Telfair, Wilcox and Mont- 
gomcery upon the tender of the warehouse to them 
by the Americus Construction Company, which 
built the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad. Having done this he proceeded to dis- 
cuss the financial poiicy of the government, sug- 
gesting reforms which would give the people a 
stable and abundantcurrency.

Or if desired the 
certificates ot the whole crop, about $300,090,000 in 
amount, could be negotiated in Engiand and the 
money could be had on them at a reasonable rate 
of interest. The result would be that ina few 
months the mills at Manchester and everywhe 
would be in need of cotton, the worid 
would be demanding whatthe farmers had to 
sell and they would get better prices. The cotton 
in the meantime would be in the hands of al- 
liancemen—their own brethren—and would it not 
be better to have it there than in the hands of 
covernment employes? They would pay 
the interest, it was true, but would 
e@ipe all the complications of dealing 
with the government.

At the Central Hotel Yesterday—He Was in 
the Act of Taking a Drink of Milk 
When Death Struck Him, 


Died at the dinner table. 

There was a mysterious and sudden death at 
the Central hotel, on Decatur street, yesterday 
about 1 o’clock. 

J. R. Callahan, a white man, fell over dead 
while sitting at the dinner table in the com- 

mon dining room of the hotel. 

Heart disease, aggravated by the use of in- 
toxicating liquors and other drugs, is supposed 
to have caused his sudden death. 

Callahan was a stranger in Atlanta. That 
is, he was only known slightly as a traveling 
salesman, having been here several years agoas 
the representative of a carriage and wagon 
manufactory. 

What business he was engaged in recently, 
previous to his death, is not knwgn.

Callahan took a seat ata tab’e next to the 
wall—on the inside of this table with his back 
only a few inches from the partition. 

John Williams, the waiter who took the 
order, stated that the man acted strangely in 
giving his directions. He had evidently been 
drinking some, but his demeanor was not 
altogether that of a man under the infiu- 
ence of whiskey alone. Later de- 
velopments showed that it might 
have been possible that he was suffering from 
the effects of a drug, a bottle of whisky partly 
emptied found in his pocket having the ap- 
pearance of having been adulterated to a de- 
cided degree. 

Wlrtile the waiter was busied in getting 
ready his meal Callahan sat almost motionless 
at the table, leaning a little forward in his 
chair with his elbows upon the table, and his 
head resting between his two hands—the atti- 
tude of aman in low spirits or suffering from 
bodily pain. 

The waiter returned with the steaming vic- 
tuals and set them before the guest, but with- 
out essaying to taste them he motioned the 
waiter to set them aside, at the same time 
asking for a glass of buttermilk. 

The waiter hurried off for the buttermilk, 
and returning set it before the guest and re- 
tired to another part of the dining room, where 
he resumed his task of clearing up, the work 
he was engaged in when Mr. Callahan en- 
tered.

“What about the use of Colonel Polk’s 
mame as director and vice president?’’ 

“TI prefer that Colonel Polk’s letter an- 
swer that question.

Col- 
onel Polk is a gentleman of high character, 
I think, and I am sure he has forgotten.’’

“Dr. Macune’s duplicity in this, as in 
other matters affecting southern interests, 
will very fully appear when the facts are 
wade known,”’ 

“Did he authorize the use of his name ?”’ 

“Of course he did, and then asked that the 
name of another prominent allianceman be 
substituted instead ofhisown, Dr. Macune’s 
peculiarities will appear when I tell you as I 
do, that he asked to have another name sub- 
stituted in order that he might, as he assured 
me, help the cause more effectively by urging 
through the columns of his paper, The Econ- 
omist, that the alliance take hold of it and 
make it an alliance movement. He not only 
did this, but had the Arkansas State Alliance 
to appoint a committee, and the cominittee 
made a favorable report, which Dr. Macune 
brought meand handed to me at the very 
time when he asked that another name be 
substituted in order that he might more effect- 
ively serve the cause through his alliance 
journal.” 

“Ts the movement to be taken up by the 
alliance ?’’ 

“T donot know; I hopeso. I have talked 
to only afew leading members of the order, 
Mr. Northen among them, and only to hima 
year or twoago. He and they were nftch im- 
pressed with it. If I have used any naine 
without authority, it is Mr. Northen’s; but the 
fact is, the circular was printed only for con- 
ference with parties about the organi- 
zation and to save writing long 
lotters; and the names were inserted, not for 
publication at all, but simply for interchange 
of views with all the parties concerned. I 
rather think, on reflection, that Mr. Northen 
did express a willingness to serve, although 
this was a year or two ago, and before the pro- 
cess was secured, and when we were trying to 
secure it.’’

‘attack was never made by any man than Dr. 
Macune made upon me. I was amazed at it, 
and my indignation was very great. I had 
never known anything about Macune. I had 
supposed him to be a true friend of the south 
and a gentleman of character when I asked 
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states. Men cannot be expected to work with- 
out compensation, and this was-their compen- 
sation, and they were expected to give a great 
deal of time to the work.”’ Ww, &. Q, 
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GENERAL GORDON IN HELENA. 
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Eloquent Speech to the Al- 
liancemen. 

Hervena, Ga., September 25 —[Special.]- A 
great crowd gathered here today in spite of the 
murky and threatening weather, to attend the 
barbecue and the ceremonies attending the pre- 
scntation of the new brick warehouse, 80x100 
feet, which the Americus Investment Com- 
pany tenders tothe alliancemen of the three 
counties which corner at Helena, the junction 
of the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
and East Tennessee roads. 

It wasa mixed crowd of menand women 
from all the surrounding counties, with here 
and thero a yellow or white ribbon to show 
that the wearer was a member of the alliance. 

The men strolled about and talked, and the 
women stood patiently with little children 
tugging at their skirts until the hour of 11, 
when Governor Gordon began his speech. For 
an hour and a quarter longer they stood 
in the open air and Mhstened while 
the governor discussed finance. 
Lhoy listened respectfully to what he had to 
say about finance, and when he began to come 
down on the money power, they frequently 
interrupted him with applause. 

The governor was beseiged by callers at the 
hotel, andat the barbecue he was shaking 
hands so much that it was with difficulty that 
he got through dinner. 

The Americus party came with a presenta- 
tion orator, but their train did not arrive till 
Governor Gordon was about to take the train 
for Atlanta. Colonel Langston and Colonel 
Northen had been invited but did not come. 

The Governor’s Speech. 

Governor Gordon began by congratulating the 
alliancemen of Telfair, Wilcox and Mont- 
gomtry upon the tender of the warehouse to them 
by the Americus Construction Company, which 
built the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad. Having done this he proceeded to dis- 
cuss the financial poiicy of the government, sug- 
gesting reforins which would give the people a 
stable and abundantcurrency. Following this he 
sucvested a plan to enable the farmers of the 
south togwet such advances on their cotton as 
would enable them to hoid 1t for fair prices. 

“Why, my countrymen,” said the governor, “is 
itany wonder that the agricultural people of this 
country are organized? kvyen then, more than 
fifteen years ago, the man Who now addresses 
you, predicted that the agricultural people would 
organize, unite ip a great brotherhood, and be 
knocking atthe doors of congress, and instead of 
appealing to them for rehef—would demand it. 
fApplause.] 

“tHjiohteen years ago,asa life member of the 
agricultural society,” said he, “I stood in the city 
of Grillin and pleaded with the farmers to organize 
into a compact, solid brotherhood, that we might 
the | etter resist the encroachments of the money 
power. At last it has come. 

An Income Tax. 

*Another way to get relief,”’ saidhe, ‘is through 
2n income tax. [ would put a tax 
upon incomes of $10,000, and largely increase upon 
Sv0.000, make. it still higher upon $40,000, and 
hicher still upon 300,000, and increasing in geo- 
metrical ratio until these enormous sums could 
not be accumulated. 

I would raise the tax until labor, enterprise, and 
industry would be freed from the exces- 
sive burdens which weigh them down—until 
it ‘was absolutely impossivie for one 
man in this republic to accuinulate 
enough money to buy all the farms of Georgia. 
They pay less tax than is just and requisite. With 
thi gigantic means protected by the great power 
of tais government, it has been for twenty-five 
years run in their inierest, instead of in yours, 
' “My countrymen, these are not weicome doc- 
trines for the money power of this country; but I 
am thankful that the day has at last come when 
we are banded together in a brotherhood that can 
make itself heard, not only in the halls of congress, 
but from one end of the continent to the other.” 
[Applause.] 

‘his ended the discussion of the financial policy 
of the government, and the governor deyoted tha 
rest of his speech to explaining his plans to ena- 
ble the farmers to hold their cotton for satisfac- 
tory prices, He suggcosts che storing of cotton in 
wlaiice warehouses all over the couth at conveni- 
ent places, these to be insured and the owner to 
receive certificates from these warehouse com- 

=nies to the amount of 8) per cent of the cotion’s 
value, These certificates would serve as collateral, 
and upon them the owner of the cotton could 
borrow moneyin any bank. Or if desired the 
certificates ot the whole crop, about $300,090,000 in 
amount, could be negotiated in England and the 
money could be had on them at a reasonable rate 
of interest. The result would be that ina few 
months the mille at Manchester and everywhere 
would be in need of cotton, the worid 
would be demanding what the farmers had to 
cell and they would get better prices. The cotton 
in the meantiine would be in the hands of al- 
liancemen—their own brethren—and would it not 
be better to have it there than in the hands of 
covernment employes? They would pay 
the interest, it was true, but would 
er@:pe all the complications of dealing 
with the government. There were 333 mem- 
pers in the house of representatives and 
only one for the sul treasury bill, eighty-four in 
the senate and not one for the subtreasury bill. If 
the alliance in every district where they wcroe 
organized succeeded in electing a congressman, 
pledged to the bill, they would still lack a great 
deal of having a majority of congress. 

In conelusion, the governor asked how the 
alliance could effect the reforms it aimed at if it 
limited itself to one measure upon which all of the 
brethren could not agree, which .dissension was 
being created in the brotherhood itself. And he 
urged harmony in alliance ranks and the adoption 
of a policy on which atl the fricnds of refoim 
couid unite.

The Guard’s armory is an elegant hall 
which wi}! seat a very large audience. 

The subject of the lecture has not been se- 
lected, but it will be in the interest of the 
temperance cause, and especially to the work 
of the Woman's Chr'stian Temperence Union. 
No admission will be charged, but it will be 
given for the benefit of the ladies who are pre- 
paring to entertain the delegates to the con- 
vention of the National Christian Temperence 
Union, which meets in this city on November 
14th, 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th, inclusive. 

This organizations has unicns all over the 
United States and Canada, and in fact all over 
the civilized world. 

The national unien numbers about 300,000. 
and there will be forty superintendents and 
500 delegates of this crderin the city during 
the convention. 

This is the first time the convention ever 
met further south than Nashville. 

It has proven a big task for the ladies to 
arrange for the proper entertainment of the 
visitors. 

Such a body of prominent women has never 
assembled this far south before. They come 
from all parts of the country—north, east and 
west—and not a state or territory in the union 
will be unrepresented. 

Few people have considered the magnitude 
of this convention, and for that reason the 
work of preparing for the reception has been 
ail the harder. 

3ut the ladies are at work. 

And they are meeting with success, too, for 
their energy and preseverancejin the cause, is 
indomitable. 

YESTERDAY'S MEETING. 

At 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon occurred 
the regular monthly meeting of the Atlanta 
union in the lecture room of Trinity church. 

Quite a large number of ladies were present. 
The exercises were opened by the song, “Joy 
to the World,’’ followed by a fervent prayer 
by Mrs. Witter. 
~ After Scripture reading, Mrs. W. C. Sibley 
delivered one of the most’ earnest 
and eloquent talks ever made. before 
the union in this city. She rehearsed the story 
of her change froma fashionable life to the 
work in which she has so long been engaged. 

In speaking of scenes that she had wituessed 
in her native home—Augusta—she said that 
she had lived for a long while with the court- 
house in front and the jail in the rear of her 
home. She had seen men beaten and _ heard 
the shrieks of women arrested by the police 
for drunkenness. And she remarked that 
these ofticers themselves walked in and took a 
drink when'‘they pleased. 

Seven out of the nine police commissioners 
in Augusta, she said, are liquor dealers, and 
the speaker referred to the strange paradox of 
men enforcing tle punishment of the very 
criminals whom they had made drunk. She 
showed the enormity of the liquor traffic 
by statistics, and entered a strong plea in 
favor of carrying on the good work. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Sibley said that she did 
not want to be misunderstood. She had no 
desire to see women take the lead in the affairs 
of the state, but her dearest wish was_to see 
the men take the lead, press forward and push 
the good work to a successful end. 

OTHER ADDRESSES. 

Rey. Dr. J. W. Heidt wascalled upon and 
delivered a warm and earnest address in 
behalf of the ladies. 

His speech was piquant, pithy and to the 


point. He spoke of the patriotic spirit of At- |

His words were full of encouragement, and he
